DESCRIPTION : v 

Posts, as designated herein, are metal posts, galvanized finish, 
without anchor plates (unless specified), and intended to be used 
as supports for signs. 

REQUIREMENTS : 


1. Material 

Posts shall be of either open hearth or bessemer steel, rolled from 
new billets or standard tee-rails, with a minimum tensile strength 
of 80,000 psi. 

2. Section. 

Posts shall be of a uniform, modified, flanged channel or "U" 
section such that the area of contact between the post and sign is 
symmetrical with the vertical axis of both sign and post. The back 
side of each sign post shall be formed in such manner so as to 
facilitate a back to back mounting. In any case, the bearing sur¬ 
face on the back of the post shall be flat. If r a rib-back post is 
to be supplied the bearing surface is the rib and must be flat with 
added ribs, one on each channel flange.
